H. W Parker Revived Afler 
Swallowing Foison in Cell 


Absconding Banker Is Despondent 
Over Prospect of Returning 
to Face Family. 


The vista of a career of prosperi- 
ty in a new country shattered by 
the revelation of a past crime, to 
which he had confessed completely a 
few hours previous, H,. W. Parker, 
alias Charles .A. Long, the abscond- 
ing Minnesota bank official, Saturday 
night attempted suicide in his cell at 
West Point, where he was being held 
for Minnesota officials. 

The prisoner swallowed twenty-five 
grains of medical tablets given to him 
for headache remedy. He was quick- 
ly revived from the effects of the 
dose, and following complete recovery,

It is being shown that the annual in- 
terest on $5,000,000 of bonds will be 


only $200,000, and that this amount is 
about the regular yearly increase in 
revenue from the increase in taxable 
values on real estate and personal 
property. 

The report from the tax office this 
year, which was recently published in 
The Constitution, shows that the in- 
crease in taxable,gvalues this year was 
over $2,000,000, bringing in an increase 
in revenue of about $240,000. 

What Bonds Would Cost. 


Four pér cent bonds would cost the 
city, on a°$5,000,000 issue, $200,000, or 
$40,000 less than the increase for one 
year past. 

It is generally conceded that the big 
increase in taxable values this year 
was in a great measure due to the 
$3,000,000 bond issue of three years 
ago, as property was enhanced in 
value in districts where new water 
mains and sewers had been laid and 
new school houses built: 

It is reasonable to suppose, say 
those who have looked into the mat- 
ter, that a $5,000,000 bond issue, which 
‘would give more and better schools, 
greatly improve streets, better equip 
the departments of fire, police and 
waterworks and lay more sewers and 
water mains, would add greatly to 
taxable values. 

It is calculated that the increase in 
taxable values next year and for many 
years to follow would be so materially 
increased by a big bond issue that the 
city would not only be able to pay the 
interest on the bonds, but would actu- 
ally have more money to appropriate 
from its regular income. | 

Big Improvements Would Result. 

As was shown in Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion from statements made by heads 
of departments, a $5,000,000 bond issue 
would so vastly improve all branches 
of the city government that there would 
no longer be the annual cry of hard 
times and the system of dribbling out 
small sums of money to be wasted in 
temporary makeshifts. would cease to 
be the municipal program, but the city 
would be placed in a condition to take 
care of all pressing needs apd put al! 
public improvements on such a sub- 
stantial basis that future prosperity 
of the city would be assured. 

As city officials and the business 
interests of the city are in favor of a 
bond issue it is probable that steps 
will soon be taken to call a bond elec- 
tion at the earliest possible time, prob- 
ably in the first part of next year. 
The city attorney has ruled that under 
the city charter and the state consti- 
tution it will not be necessary to se- 
cure a charter amendment before a 
bond election is held. 

It will only remdin for the mayor 
and general council to take the ini- 
tiatory step by deciding what amount 
of bonds should be issued, and pre- 
paring an ordinance showing how 
every dollar of the money is to be 
expended. The proposition can then 
be up to the taxpayers.

DRAWN BY TURKS

LINES OF PEACE SCHEME 
AS OUTLINED BY TURKS 

Paris, December 1.—The Constan- 
tinople correspondent of The Tem- 
pes, gives, under reserve, the main 
lines of a peace scheme as outlined 
by Turkish semi-officiai sources. 

According to this scheme Greece 
gets Epirus; Servia gets old Ser- 
via and Movipazar, and Bulgaria 
‘gets Thrace, following thc frontier 
from Midia to Dedeaghatch or 
Kavala, but excluding Adrianople, 
which remains connected with 
Constantinople and the Darda- 
nelles. 

Autonomy :s to be granted to 
Macedonia, with Saloniki as the 
capital. Albania, minus a part 
ceded to Montenegro and also the 
provinces, are placed under the 
suzerainty of the Balkans. The 
final condition is the admission of 
Turkey to the Balkan league. 


Constantinople, Décember 1.—(Mid- 
night.)—The signing of the proctocol 
of the armistice has been postponed 
until Tuesday in order to give an op- 
portunity to the representatives of all 
the allies to sign. 

The Greek delegates required forty- 
eight hhours in which to -ecelve the 
necessary authority from his govern- 
ment. It is said that the duration of 
the armistice has been fixed at eight 
days, but that it will be prolonged 
another seven days if necessary, 

Terms of the armistice will not be 
known until after ‘the signatures are 
affixed. Nevertheless, it is ynder- 
stood that they have been consider- 
ably reduced as compared with the 
original demands of the league. They 
provide practically for the mainten- 
ance of the positions which the bel- 
ligerents at present occupy and for 
revictualing the beleaguered towns. 

It is believed that the latter point 
is responsible for the hesitation on 
the part of the Hellenic delegate, be- 
cause it implies raising tle blockade 
with regard to foodstuffs. The mat- 
ter therefore, has been freferred to 
Athens for discussion. 

Meetings of Peace Envoys. 

The meetings of the delegates in the 
peace negotiations have taken place 
near the bridge spanning the river 
Karasu, between Tchatalja and Ha- 
demkeui. The Bulgarians arrived on 
horseback on both Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday. On Thursday Nazim. Pasha, 
the Turkish commander-in-chief, en- 
tertained at lunch. The Turks ar- 
rived early, but there was no sign of 
the Bulgarians. 

Presently the approach of a train 
from Tchatalja was reported. Nazim 
Pasha, was Keptical, not believing 
that the Bulgarians could repair the 
bridges which had been blown up. A 
Bulgarian train soon appeared, how- 
ever, and fourtedn sat down to lunch. 
General Savoff, the Bulgarian chief, 
and Nazim Pasha, talked Turkish,

With $250,000 Liabilities and

Cordele, Ga., December 1.—(Special.) 
That the firm of W. W. Espy, cotton 
exporter of Savannah, Cordele and oth- 
er points, had failed yesterday, with lia- 
bilities amounting to $250,000 and with 
assets of only about $125,000, because 
known here today. The failure is the 
result of the Savannah office making 
enormous domestic and export salés in 
September and October for later deliv- 
ery. These sales were made on a basis 
of a little over 10 cents on middling. 
The jump in the price to 12 cents and 
over, caused by the excessive damage 
to the enormous Texas crop, made it 
impossible for the firm to meet their 
contracts. 

E. M. and Joe Espy, both of thig 
city, brothers of W. W. Espy, of Sa- 
vannah, when seen by a representative 
of the press, admitted that the con- 
cern was defunct, and estimated the 
liabilities and assets to be as above. 

An effort will be made, it is under- 
stood, by the W. W. Espy concern to 
get the Espy Cotton company, of 
which Carl Espy, another brother, is 
the head officer, to assume part of the 
obligation to the creditors, thereby 
bringing about a satisfactory settle- 
ment. It is believed here that this 
will be done, as both Carl Espy and 
his company are in splendid financial 
condition.

TO BE TAKEN UP TUBSDAY 

Washington, December 1.— Judge 
Robert W. Archbald, of the United 
States commerce court, will appear be- 
fore the senate Tuesday to stand trial 
under articles Wf impeachment found 
against him by the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

Managers for the house in the im- 
peachment proceedings who had a long 
conference Saturday with Senator Ba- 
con and Mr. Archbald’s attorneys, are 
to declie at a meeting tomorrow 
what witnesses, if any, can be drop- 
ped ont of the case because their tes- 
timony bears on facts that have been 
admitted by Judge Archbald. 

The senate will convene Tuesday as 
a court of impeachment, with Senator 
Bacon presiding.

Police Asked to Question Confessed 


‘Butcher’ Hickey About 
Lost Children. 


Buffalo, N. Y., December 1.—The po- 
lice received today several dispatches 
relating to the death or disappearance 
of children in various cities. and re- 
questing that J. Frank Hickey, the 
confessed boy murderer under arrest 
here on a charge of killing 7-year-old 
Joseph Josephs, of Lackawanna, be 
questioned regarding them. 

A dispatch from Superintendent Mc- 
Quaide, of the department of safety, 
Pittsburg, Pa. told of an assault on 
Lawrence Friel, a 14-year-old boy of 
Allegheny, in December, 1909. The as- 
sault resembled, to a marked degree, 
the manner in which Hickey has con- 
feesed tha’ he put to death the Joseph 
end Kruck boys. Young Friel was 
given whisky, strangled and left to 
die in a vacant house. 

Edward P. Adams, a 9-year-old boy 
of Kane, Pa., has been missing since 
December, 1910, and the local police 
have been asked to investigate. 

Hickey was not asked about these 
cases today. In his confession he told 
of only three homicides, the killing 
by poison of Edward Morey, of Law- 
ell, Mass., in 1883; the strangulation 
of Michael Kruck, the New York news- 
boy, ih 1902, and of the Joseph boy in 
1911. He has repeatedly stated that 
these are the only victims he killed. 

Hickey attended the prison church 
services today. George Joseph, father 
of the murdered boy, called at the 
prigpn, but was not permitted to see 
Hickey. 

.Tomorrow Hickey will 
to plead to the indictment 
him with killing the Joseph boy. He 
will enter the formal plea of not 
guilty and will be remanded to jail 
to await trial, for which, it is under- 
etood, a special criminal term of court 
has been called.

ELIJAH II. IN PRISON LEADS 
CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR WORK 


Prisoners of the federal penitentiary 
have addressed a communication of 
thanks and appreciation to the United 
Christian Endeavor societies of At- 
lanta, which a few weeks ago sent 
a message of fraternal greeting to th2 
members of the prison Christian En- 
deavor society. 

The message to the Atlanta soci- 
eties came through F. Weston Sanford, 
one of the most prominent workers 
among the prisoners, famous as Elijan 
Il, who was imprisoned after the 
famous voyage on which many of his 
followers died. It was delivered to 
the societies by Charles H. Burge, who 
has been prominently identified with 
this work for over ten years. 

A committee of the prisoners was 
chosen to draft the letter of greeting, 
and in addition to Sanford, the writer, 
there were added one of the first men 
placed in the prison, one of the latest 
arrivals, and one man who does not 
profess Christianity. 3 

In expressing themselves regarding 
the greeting from the Atlanta societies 
the man who does not profess Chris- 
tianity, said: 

“IT ain’t no saint, but I appreciate 
kindness. It is a great inspiration to 
know that there is somebody in the 
world at large who has our interest 


at heart—to come out here and show 
us that the world has not forgotten 
us.” 

The prisoner who was the eleventh 
to be placed in the penitentiary here 
said: 

“I got into my trouble in Japan in 
1880, and since that time have spent 
nearly thirty years of my life in pris- 
on. Within a few weeks“after my ar- 
rival here the Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety was started, and I joined. It has 
been @ great blessing to me right 
along. I thank God that since I have 
been here that I have been a changed 
man. The young people of Atlanta 
have been growing up while I have 
been growing old within these walls, 
and now it cheers me to hear a word 
from any one of you.” 

The fourth member of the commit- 
tee, the prisoner who has been in the 
penitentiary but a short tfme, was also 
deeply moved. He declared it “the 


best service sinee his arrival” and said. 


“When Mr. Burge was delivering his 
message from the outside world it 
seemed as though God drew near.” 

In closing the communication the 
prisoners state that the world of the 
Christian Endeavor societies will be 
a subject of prayer each night be- 
tween 9 and 10 o’clock, and adds that 
this is the only way they can show 
their appreciation for what has been: 
done. 


To Be Adopted By Federal Council 
When It Meets in 
~ Chicago. 


Chicago, December 1,--The Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, representing tnirty-two de- 
nominations, will meet in Chicago De- 
cember 4 to 9, inclusive, for its first 
convention, to review federation work 
on a nation-wide scale. More than 
17,000,000 church members will be rep- 
resented by the delegates. 

Formal adoption of a new social 
creed wtich is to be the social work 
standard of all the cnurches inciuded 
in the federation, is to be one of the 
most important acts or the conference. 

The adoption of a common religious 
creed is forbidden by the constitution 
of the federal coyncil. The’ social 
creed, however, is intended to be the 
basis of the civic work of the 
churches furtherance of which its a 
leading purpose of the council. 

New Features of Social Creed. 

New féatures of the social creed are 
as follows: 

The church must stand— 

“For the protection of the family 
by the: single standard of purity, 
regulation of marriage and proper 
housing. 

“For fullest development of =the 
child by e@@@ation and recreation. 

“For the abatement and prevention 
of poverty. 

“For the conservation of health. 

“For safeguarding the right of all 
men to an opportunity for self-main- 
tenance and for protection of workers 
from the hardship of enforced unem- 
ployment.” 

The new features of the social creed 


are’ intended to supplement and bring 
up to date the humanitarian pro- 
visions of the social creed of the coun- 
cil which has been standing for four 
years. Old age provision, abolition of 
child labor, living wage, reduction of 
hours of labor, equitable division of 
the products of industry and protec- 
tion of wogien workers are the chief 
features of the existing. creed. 
Problems More Clearly Seen. 


In commenting on the new provi- 
sions of the social creed, the commit- 
tee on social service will say in its 
report: 

“That we should make this advance 
is called for by the fact that the 
problems which face us, while prob- 
ably not greater, are more clearly 
seen by us now than four years ago. 

“We record with deep regret the in- 
creasing prodigality on the part of 
irresponsible men and women of large 
possessions. We would point out the 
intimate relation between reckless dis- 
play of wealth and the revolutionary 
and defiant attitude of the multitude 
who feel, rightly or wrongly, that it 
is at their expense. We deplore the 
defiance and sobriety and order on the 
part of any element of human society 
and wish to fix the blame where it 
belongs.” 

Absenteeism on the part of the 
mine and mill owners, is deplored in 
the report of the social service com- 
mittee which asserts that human re- 
sponsibility is thus evaded.

TYPHOID AND VACCINATION. 

The advances medical science has made in checking one of the 
most prevalent of diseases, typhoid fever, is indicated in army 
records touching the effects of the application of anti-typhoid 
erum for the past ten months. It is reported that among 57,000 

oops in the United States there have been but twelve cases dur- 
inf that period and only two deaths. The majority of the cases, 
it is explained, occurred among recryits who have not yet received 
the immunizing treatment. 

A closer analysis would, perhaps, disclose that the decrease 
in the army typhoid rate should be attributed in part to improved 
sanitation, no less than to the administration of preventive treat- 
ment. This theory is borne out by the fact that typhoid declines 
in civilian population in ratio to the success of efforts to clean 
communities of sources of infection, such as polluted water, and 
milk and food supplies and breeding places for the typhoid fly. 

These statements should not, however, put a discount on the 
seeming proved efficacy of the preventive treatment. It is no 
mere coincidence where such a large body of individuals 1s given 
practical immunity. When vaccination against the disease was 
skepticism by the profession 
at large. Since then, faith in its efficiency has become more 
staunchly founded and the number of people who resort to vacci- 
nation would be difficu't to estimate. . 

In a great many localities it is not, in the nature of things, 
feasible to at once secure that degree of sanitation that will’ safe- 
guard against typhoid. In other instances, such as that presented 
by Atlanta, for instance, protection is only partially complete by 
reason of inadequate sewage and garbage disposal arrangements.

VATICAN IS ATTACKED 
BY THE MAYOR OF ROME 


Rome, December 1.—In anticipation 
of the municipal elections, which will 
take place next Sunday, Mayor Ne- 
than delivertd a speech today, review- 
ing the work of his administration.

By Way of the Pigskin 


A Splendid Kicker | Personal Opinions 
Is Quite an Asset i Cause Arguments 


By DICK JEMISON 


The football season of 1912 was the most successful in the history of 
the game. There were less accidents, better games and a more general 
improvement in play among all the colleges. 

“ True the game could still be improved, but as a whole the improvement 
Was such as to bring about a condition that has not existed in many a sea- 
s0n. As there is no country wide demand for a revision of the. playing 
code, it seems likely that football will enjoy the distinction of playing two 
consecutive seasons without a change, and the meeting of the rules com- 
mittee will be routine only. 

This should bring about an even better condition in 1913—the players 
will not have to learn the rules anew. This should improve team play, 
make better and closer games and furnish the spectators with a game with 
which they are in a measure familiar, after witnessing games the past 
season. 

The forward passing game did not develop to such an extent as was 
expected. Few teams were successful in its use and not being confident 
of the successful culmination of the toss did not try it as frequently as 
they might. A paragraph inserted in the rules taking off all restrictions 
on the pass would be the only change that we would suggest. 

A team with a good punter afid goal kicker was more successful than 
one that did not possess such an artist. This was contrary to expectations. 
The four downs were considered sufficient to offset this margin. Yet 
Harvard, with Brickley and Felton, practically kicked their way to a cham- 
pionship. 


The open season for all-southern picks is now at hand. No two picks 
will be alike. They are a one-man’s opinion at best, and no two fans will 
side with the man doing the picking. This brings up an endless discussion 
and creates an interest in the pastime that is wholesome. 

‘In this connection, we haven’t any idea just what the all-American 
team will be. Who will be picked for the quarter and full positions is a 
problem. But with Jim Thorpe at one half position and Charles Brickley 
at the other, there is no need of the other men. They could play the 
backfield practically unaided. 

Thorpe is probably the greatest of them all. He kicks as well as 
Brickley, which is the latter’s strong point. He is a better broken field 
runner, tears into the line equally as well, is faster, and as a defensive 
player is absolutely THE best of them all. With Brickley assisting him 
and he assisting Brickley, the team lined up against them would have the 
busiest afternoon’s work of a season. | 

Ketcham, the great Yale center, will be the unanimous choice of all 
for that position. Bomesiler, the Yale end, will probably be another. 
The rest of the team will be problematical. 

Robert McWhorter, star halfback of the University of Georgia, by 
dint of his own individual efforts, has again earned himself unanimous 
recognition on the all-southern team. as halfback. Unaided in a majority 
of the games by interference such as furnished some of the other ball- 
carrying backs, he gained just as much ground as any back in the south. 

Against Vandervilt it looked like Bob’s star had set. But it proved to 
be just an off day. He found himself immediately after that game and 
for the remainder of the season was the Bob of old. His defensive play 
or as good as his offensive. He was the main cog in the Georgia ma- 
chine. 

McWhorter’s chief claim to an all-southern position Hes not only in 
his ability to carry the ball, his speed, dodging and line bucking, but his 
willingness. No back in the south was called on as much as he. Prac- 
tically every other play Bob had the ball and he seemed never to tire. A 
back of that caliber is the most valuable asset any team can have. 

That Georgia appreciated his services was proven by his unanimous 
election to the captaincy of the team for next season. And in electing 
him he will have the honor of being the first Georgia player to lead the 
baseball and football teams of his college in one season. 


Two men on the Georgia Tech team are deserving of favorable com- 
ment. Center Loeb and Quarterback McDonald were the life of the Jackets, 
the former on the defensive and the latter on the offensive. ‘ 

Loeb was the fiercest, pluckiest, most determined football player in 
the south during the past season and his lack of weight alone keeps him 
off the all-southern team. No opponent outplayed him. Weighing only 155 
pounds he outplayed men twenty pounds heavier. His tackling was fierce 
and accurate, and his passing perfect. Time after time he broke through 
the opposing line nailing a runner before he got started, and was the first 
man down the field under punts. If he returns to school next season he 
will surely be named captain of the team, an honor that he deserves. 

Loeb played the last four games of the season in a condition that a 
less stout-hearted player than he would have balked at. Three broken 
fingers, a sprained ankle, a bad knee, a sore rib and other ailments were 
not sufficient to keep him out of any combat. He played from the first 
> the last in every game and though in poor physical shape was a veritable 

emon. 

McDonald was Tech’s best ground-gainer, and as a kieker, was second 
to none in the south. Major, of Auburn, and Gillem, of Sewanee, rated as 
the best punters in the south, failed to show him up in the games here. 
As a returner of punts he was as good as any. He ran hard, dodged well 
and used his head at all times. He will probably call signals for the 
— next season and his splendid headwork ought to be a very valuable 
asset.

STOCK MARKET DULL 
DURING PAST WEEK 


New York, December 1.—Dealings in 
stocks last week still were on a Tre- 
stricted scale, with the mid-week 
Thanksgiving holiday aggravating the 
disinclination to extend commitments. 
Limited supplies in the money market 
constituted the main factor of restraint 
on speculation. Early in the week 
the renewal rate for call loans went to 
11 per cent, the highest renewal rate 
quoted at the stock exchange since the 
close of 1907, when the financial mar- 
kets were emerging from the effec¢s 
of the panic. 

The foreign exchange rate also fell 
to the limit, and the call loan rate 
rose to a level for which the same pe- 
riod must be sought for a parallel. 
The meager engagements of gold for 
import, in spite of these conditions, in- 
dicate the continuance of world-wide 
strain in«money markets. 

The immediate strain in New York 
is expected to relax with the issuance 
of the expected call from the controller 
for reports of condition of national 
banks, the payment of December 1 
money settlements and a reflux of 
cash sent to Canada last week for 
‘banks there in preparation for the 
yearly balance sheets made up on No- 
vember 30. 

Actual easing on money rates ob- 
viously is not looked for until the 
turn of the year. Stiffness of discount 
rates abroad and premiums on time 
loans for the shorter periods in New 
York are the index of this expectation. 
The turn in the tide of the currency 
movement in the interior will bring 
the periodical passing of the strain of 
the crop moving requirements. 

Elements of restraint, it is agreed, 
make for safety at this time by Keep- 
ing within bounds a spirit of enter- 
prise which might otherwise run to 
excess, with the danger of early re- 
action. Similar views are expressed 
regarding the effect of the prospective 
tariff revision from sources where 
alarm was professed formerly over the 
consequences of reduction of duties.

Special efforts are being made by 
Commissioner of Pensions Davenport 
and Dr. Thompson, chief or the finance 
division, to make banks and pension- 
ers understand the new pension check 
system. For the first time in history 
the pensioners will be paid without 
the formality of vouch2rs, the checks 
servig the same punpose by a re- 
quirement of indorsement by the’ pen- 
sioner in t!: presence of two wit- 
nesses. The pensioner also must show 
to the indorsers his certificate, the 
number of which must tally with the 
certificate number on the checks. The 
new system obviates the necessity of 
receipts from the pensioners,

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Decerfber on the Farm. 

December is not much of a farming 
month, not because it is always too 
cold and wet, for very often the 
weather and other conditions 4re 
much more favorable for outdoor work 
than is either January or February, 
but because the almost feverish an- 
ticipation of the holidays to come to- 
gether with the almost total] cutting 
off of the last week in the month, s0 
far as field work is concerned. 

Much work that might have been 
done in November and that may be 
done in January, might well be done 
in December. The belated farmer will 
be found, maybe, sowing wheat and 
even oats, which ought to have been 
done in October and November. Some 
will be so belated that they will sow 
oats in January, and justify thelr ac- 
tion by quoting the old practice of 
sowing oats in the “twelve days,” or 
between December 25 and January 6, 
or was it the first twelve days in Jan- 
wary? 

If the ground be not too wet the 
progressive, wideawake farmer will 
push his plowing and endeavor to ad- 
vance it to that stage which will ena- 
ble a month or six weeks rest for the 
plowman and his teams. 

Now, when the keen edge of win- 
ter is beginning to be felt, is a good 
time (better late than never) to fix 
up for the comfort of the family and 
the domestic animals of the farm, es- 
pecially the mules and horses and the 
cattle«@not on “a thousand hills,” but 
all that there may be. Stop the cracks 
in the etables and barns, provide good 
bedding for the stalls and other things 
that make for substantial comfort and 
profit. 

Comfort in the Home. 

It is a gratifying fact that the 
homes of southern farmers have been 
greatly improved within the last few 
years and there are many more indi- 
cations of comfort. But there is room 
for improvement at many country 
places. It will not be necessary to 
mention in detail such needful 
changes, repairs and additions 1ook- 
ing to comfort and neatness. Let the 
husband—if he is doubtful—ask his 
wife and she will be very likely to 
tell him what she wants done. 

December in the Garden. 

Much the same may be said of the 
garden as has been said in regard to 
the farm. It is not a month for plant- 
ing unless in a hotbed or a cold 
except in the extreme south. 
But I venture to say that in half or 
more of the gardens in the south not 
a lick of work has been done in prep- 
aration for next year’s vegetable cul- 
ture. It’s a good time to haul in and 
scatter stable manure, rotten forest 
leaves and plow under. It’s a good 
time to subsoil, as deep as you please, 
provided the land is not too wet. 
When one has a cold frame lettuce is 
the main crop to start. Indeed the 
Plants should have been started in 
the open ground a month or more 
and now put in cold frame and forced 
into quick growth and early maturity. 
Early cabbage and cauliflower may be 
sown in the middle section. Of course 
further south nearly every hardy veg- 
etable may be started by sowing the 
seeds in the open ground, such as 
beets, radishes, turnips, cabbage. There 
is some risk of loss by severe freezes, 
but seeds cost comparatively little, 
and for marketing purposes the risk 
is justified by the probable profits. 

December in the Orchard. . 

Clean up thoroughly. If not already 
done scrape away the soil from the 
base of peach trees. It is a favorable 
month to commence pruning grape- 
vines, black and raspberries, etc. It 
is better to defer pruning apples, 
peaches and pears until next month, 
or even later. Don’t fail to do what 
pruning the scuppernong vinés need 
that was not done in November. It 
is not safe to wait until January.

It does seem practicable to preserve 
the tops in potable condition. 

Asparagus beds are not now pre- 
pared by digging deep pits, as former- 
ly. Simply select a rather moist, deep 
garden soil and break it up with plow 
or spade as deep as possible, after 
scattering over the surface an inch 
thick or more of goog manure. Some 
time “during January or very early in 
February open deep furrows, 4 feet 
apart, put in plenty of stable manure 
(well @wotted), mix well with the soil 
and place the roots about 2% feet 
apart. In addition to filling the deep 
furrows about half full of manure use 
also 1,000 pounds of a mixture of equal 
parts of acid phosphate and kainit 
1,400 pounds dried bloog per acre. I 
woulg prefer to prune apples and cher- 
ries in February. 


FEEDING CATVTLE—SILAGE AND 
SILOS. - 

Cc. C. Yongue, Brevard, N. C.—I have 
only a small place of fifteen acres. 
Some of this that I recently bought 
is very thin. I am now feeding some 
cattle. Don’t expect to make any 
money out of it. If I can get the 
manure clear I will think that I am 
well paid. I will now ask you a few 
questions. 

(1) Will it hurt® to pasture with 
calves crimson clover and rye sown 
in corn latter part of summer? This 
was sown to improve the land. Will 
turn the crop in May and plant in 
corn again. 

(2) Will it pay to mix crushed corn 
with cotton seed meal to fatten cattle: 
corn at 80 cents per bushel? 

(3) Will it pa yto build a silo to 
fatten beef cattle in winter? 

Will sorghum make good en- 


5) How will manure made from 


feeding ensilage compare with manure® 


made from feeding cotton seed meal 
and crushed corn? In feeding silage 
would it pay to use cotton séed meal? 

(6) About how much land will be 
required to raise corn enough to fill 
a silo 10x20; land that will make 50 
bushels per acre? How many cattle 
would this feed for 100 days; 1,000- 
pound cattle? 

Tell me where I can learn something 
about silos and feeding silage. 

You see, it is my idea to bring my 
land to a very high state of cultiva- 
tion. This must be done with clover 
and manure. My experience is that 
Clover will do no good on poor land. 
So must get the manure first. 

Any information on any of the 
above subjects will be appreciated. 

Answer—1. It will doubtless reduce 
the quantity of tne crimson clover and 
rye—which you wish to turn under— 
to pasture with calves during the win- 
ter, but not to a serious extent if you 
do not graze too clowaly. But by thus 
grazing you get the . ie 4 value of 
the clover and rye con ~*~ “Sew the 
calves and recover a large ..rt of 
the manurial value in the increments 
voided by the calves. It doubtless 
would have been profitable to fertilize 
the clover and rye so as to secure a 
much more abundant growth. 

2. You do not say what the cotton 
seed meal costs you, but I presume 
about $25 or $26 per ton. At $26 a 
ton, the meal is a cheaper food than 
is corn at 80 cents per bushel. Yet. a 
small addition of corn would doubt- 
less prove helpful and profitable, be- 
cause of thus providing a greater va- 
riety. 

3. I doubt whether it would pay to 
build a silo for beef cattle; yet, good 
results have been secured from en- 
Silage fed to steers. 

4. Sorghum is next to corn as a 
material with which to fill a silo. 

5. This question implies that you 
expect to fatten your steers on noth- 
ing but ensilage. This is hardly prac- 
ticable. There must be a liberal al- 
lowance of grain (cotton meal, corn, 
etc.) to fattening animals. The fertil- 
izing constituents in one ton of corn 
silage amounts to about $1.30; in one 
ton of cotton meal, about $23; in one 
ton of corn, about $7. The manure 
from steers fed on silage alone would 
be-very poor stuff. Cotton seed meal 
should be fed with the silage. Of 
course, a considerable part of the fer- 
tilizing value of all feedstuffs is re- 
tained in the animals consuming them. 
But, as a rule, the’richer the food the 
richer the manure. 

6. A silo 10x20 would hold about 
sixty thousand pounds of silage. An 
acre of rich land should produce from 
ten to twenty tons of silage corn. A 
1,000-pound cow or steer would con- 
sume about forty pounds silage per 
day, or 4,000 pounds in 100 days, 
Twenty feet is altogether too shallow 
for a silo; it should not be less than 
thirty feet deep. Get copy of “Profit- 
able Stock Feeding,” by H. R. Smith, 
Lincoln, Neb.

A dictionary that belonged to Abra- 
ham Lincoln has ended its wanderings 
by finding a permanent resting place 
in the archives of the State Historical 
society of Missouri.
